El Paso, Tex., July 19.—A dispatch 


from Chihuahua City, Mexico, today 
says that General Trancisco Villa, 
famous rebel leader against whom 
General Pershing conducted his drive 
Into Mexico, was sliot and killed at 
his home at Canngillo, Chihuahua 
state, early today. A rebel uprising 
of local nature resulted in his death. 


VARIED CAREER 


Francisco ("Panchb") Villa, guer- 
rilla-chieftain and bandit leader in 
Mexico for more than 10 years, de- 
clared that he had ended his career 
of outlawry in August, 1920, when, at 
the head of 900 followers, the rem- 
nant of what had once been his army 
of 35,000 men, he entered San Pedro, 
Coahnila, and, amid tbe cheers of the 
populace, announced the intention of 
himself and men of accepting amnes- 
ty and settling down as farmers. 


A few weeks earlier, Villa had sur- 
rendered to Federal forces at Sabinas.

One of the most notable escapades 


of Villa was his raid on Columbus, N. 
M., on March 6,1916 in which he and 
his followers killed 17 Americans. It 
xesnlted in a punitive American mili- 
tary expedition under General Persh- 
iag eras-ing the border and maintain- 
ing a "dead or alive" pursuit of Villa 
which lasted more than nine months 
snd cost the United States govern- 
ment, according to a War Department 
estimate, nearly $100,000.000. 


In * battle *t PanaU American 
troopers were ambushed and a num- 
ber of them killed. On March 31, 
however, the bandit's followers were 
defeated at Guerrero. The Americans 
were successful in a number of otter 
ck-rniUh-8 and penetrated so far 
South into Mexico as to meet tha 
Constitutionalist troops of Carranza 
who, 
ostensibly, were al%o in pursuit 


of the renegade Mexican leader. 
Villa, wounded but always eluding 


his pursuers, lived In a Chihuahua 
mountain cave for five weeks. 
It 


was located In the center of a perpen- 
dicular cliff which rose ISO feet from 
a brook on the level plain below and 
from tills point Villa said he often 
watched the American troops. Many 
times be WM reported dead. Upon 
the American trmy's withdrawal from 
Mexico Villa renewed his depreda- 
tions. On April 4, 1916, he was in- 
dicted for first degree murder at 
Doming, N. JL, on accoant'of the Col- 
umbus raid.

If n major league ball club baa 
star catcher whose work stands out, 
is it wisdom for the monager of that 
club to use said catcher almost ex­ 
clusively? 
Good patching means so much to 
a ball club that a nfanager is prone 
to use his star regularly, if he is 
fortunate enough to have such 
type catcher. 
But it is questionable 
if such a policy is advisable. 
Ray Schalk of the Chicago yiThite 
.Sox is a master workman, one of the 
greatest catchers of ail time. Every 
manager 
under whom Schalk haa 
played since coming to the big show 
has seldom used any other catcher 
if Ray wus fit to go. 
' 
As a result of such a policy, th e 
White Sox have developed little or 
no catching material since Schalk 
won his spurs ns a star. 
One of 
these days Srhalk is going to p a |t 
out of the picture, and when he 
does, the White Sox are going t«- 
suffer for lack of good catching. 
One Catcher Stgnds Ont 
On practically every major league 
dull 
there 
is 
some 
catcher who 
stands out, who has an edge in most 
departments of play on the other 
backstops . 
Invnriably that catcher 
gets most of the work. 
It is only when the star is injured 
that the loss of his services are felt, 
because of the lack of a capable 
substitute. 
Catchers'cannot be de­ 
veloped sitting on the bench, getting 
in the game once every week or so, 
or warming up pitchers in the bull 
pen. 
Very often a team has a high-claai 
catcher doing bench 'duty who, werfe 
it not for the presence of the star 
catcher, would do his share of the 
work most efficiently. Often it takes 
a serious injury to make it apparent 
that the club lias more than a mere 
substitute sitting on the bench. 
Perhaps the most recent example 
of this truth is found in the lineup 
of the New "York Yankees. 
Schang’s Injury Coatly 
In 
Wally 
Rehang 
the 
Yankees 
boast of one of the best catchers in 
the majors. 
So efficient is he, that 
for years it lias been customary to 
use him almost exclusively back of 
the bat. 
During the first road trip of the 
Yankees this year they played re­ 
markable 
bull, 
winning 
something 
like 17 out of 20 on foreign fields. 
No man helped more the Schang. 
Immediately on the return of the 
Yankees to the home grounds Schang 
was injured. When it became evident 
the injury was very serious and that 
Schang would be out for weeks the 
morale of the club seemed to slump. 
No one could take the place of 
Schang. 
That was the feeling th at 
seemed to exist, among the pitchers 
in particular. 
, ^ 
Fred Hoffman, Wnlly’s understudy, 
was forced into the fray with little 
or no preparation. 
Incidentally, he 
had hurt his knee in practice and 
was none too fit. 
. 
Hoffman Geta Chance 
For about two weeks the Yankees' 
played_ raggedly, winning something 
like four out of 12. 
For a time it 
looked as if the absence of Schang 
would just about ruin the Yankees’- 
pennant chances. 
Just aobut the' 
time the experts agreed on such a^ 
decision Hoffman hit his stride. 
Given a chance to catch regular!; 
he handled his pitchers in great 
style. 
The team, after slumping off 
a big lead to a four-game margin,' 
has come back in great style and' 
now enjoys almost a prohibitive lead. 
Schang's injury gave Tloffman his 
chance. 
It offered him the oppor­ 
tunity to prove his real worth. 
Wallie’s accident instead of weak­ 
ening the Yanks, as it first seemed, 
has really strengthened the club, as 
Manager Huggins is now positive 
that he is well fortified back of the 
bat.
